In answer to your recent letter, I will need a little more information 
before I can submit this to the copyright owner of Early Paper Money 
of America. Is your proposed publication strictly on scrip of New York 
State or will it include bank notes? Approximately how many items do 
you propose to use from my book? Do you plan to give picture credits. 

As to the Albany Common Council, their records ought to give you the 
detail on small change notes issued during the War of 1812 period. 

It would also be very helpful if you would obtain information from each 
city which issued scrip during the War of 1812 period. My article on 
the New YoriF^sTcrip of that period was published in 1985 by the American 
Numismatic Society as a Coinage of the Americas Conference book entitled, 
America's Currency 1789-1866 . I have never done any work on any city 
in New York during the War of 1812 period except New York City. 

There are many pieces of scrip listed in the collection of the New York 
State Library, which list was published in 1856. I believe all of the 
notes burned up, but the list could give you clues.
